The claims have been reviewed and vague and indefinite aspects thereof have 
been connoted. In addition, the correct format of method claim 20 is now presented and 
claim 21 has been amended to ensure infringement prior to use of the device. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, claims 13-18 and 26-32 of Group II are 
elected, with traverse. The traversal is based on the fact that all claims include the inhibit 
or inhibitor feature. Consequently, the search for both Groups I and il needs to 
concentrate on this feature. Consideration of claims 1-39 rs in order.
